REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . El The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Jackson et al. (US #2002/0105658 A1) shows that data can be registered with "an icon corresponding to a data management 
unit", by the depiction, in an iconic environment, of a selection screen such as appears in fig 7. as can alternatively be 
minimized into an icon. In Fredlund et al. (US #5,666,215), it is further shown that data may be registered to such a display 
object as the display area 56. fig 3 (a foldering arrangement), by a drag-and-drop operation. An icon-based environment such 
as Jackson et al. or Fredlund et al. will inherently permit the established collection to be represented by an icon, and to such an 
icon, the data is registered. The Examiner finds it clear and convincing, that Jackson et al. and Fredlund et al. suggest using 
icons that support drag and drop associating processes, from the observation of the ubiguitv of iconic representations in both 
references. The opened screen areas in Jackson et al. and Fredlund et al. are merely the fully-displayed versions of internal 
symbolic representations within their respective computing systems, and in any environment with their extent of icon usage, the 
claimed procedure for registration can occur. Furthermore, the claims do not specifically recite that the "registering" is "initially 
registering", so any association of data with a destination display object (as in the references, where images are associated with 
further processing) is sufficient to read upon "registering the data". .
